Exemption* Cut Your Tax Bill 
(This is one of a series of articl­ 
es on federal income tax filing.

This y ear’s redesigned tax forms 
make it easy for you to indicate the 
personal exemptions to which you 
are entitled. 
Every taxpayer is entitled to one 
exemption, which m eans a deduc­ 
tion of $600. Those 65 or over have 
a double personal exemption, and 
blind persons of all ages have a n 
extra exemption. 
These rules ap­ 
ply to both husband wife on joint 
returns. 
In addition, you are entitled to 
one exem ption for each qualified 
dependent, but the extra exemp­ 
tions for age and blindness cannot 
be taken for dependents. 
Rules for Dependents 
To qualify for an exemption a de­ 
pendent m ust: 
1. Have received m ore than half 
his support from you, unless y o u 
file a Multiple Support Agreement 
(see below*. 
In figuring support, 
scholarships received by your child 
do not count. 
2. 
Have less than $600 gross in­ 
come unless he is your child a n d 
under 19 or a student. 
3. Not file a joint return. 
4 Have been cither a m em ber of 
your household or closely related 
to you. as defined in the official in­ 
structions. 
Although cousins a r e 
not usually ‘‘close relatives” for 
tax purposes, a cousin receiving 
institutional care for a m ental o r 
physcial disability who lived with 
you before going to the institution 
would qualify. 
5. 
Have been either a citizen of 
the United States or a re sid e n t'o f 
the United States, Canada, Mexi­ 
co, P anam a, the Canal Zone o r, 
in some cases, a servicem an's child 
living in the Philippines.
